Blind River, Ont, June 1 (CP)— 
Mitehell F. Hepburn, Ontario Lib- 
eral leader, entered Sudbury today 
to carry his appeal for power at 
the Ontario general elections, June 
19, to the people of the nickel belt. 
‘Mr, Hepburn told a Biind River au~ 
‘dience last night that for the first 
time in,20 years a Liberal govem- 
ment would come into power on 
‘June 19. 

‘The Liberal leader declared here 
last might that a Liberal victory 
tn Ontario would bring a Dominion 
general election within the next few 
months, He declared “Tories, tar- 
ifs, taxes, trials, tribulation and 
troubles are synonymous.” 

Mr. Hepburn came here from 
‘Thessalon, where employees of a 
Tumber concern voted to late half 
a day's pay to attend the meeting. 

‘There would be a thorough house 
cleaning if his party was elected. he 
Said. Expenditures would be re~

The rich man has re- 
duced motorcars, servants, house 
his-clothes and food: .The poor man has 
reduced his belongings, his recreations, hi 
interests to the very simplest standards. 
Everyone has had a rebirth of the convic~ 
tion ‘that life consistéth not in the 
ance of things possessed.” ‘Those of us 
‘who are responsible for the spiritual life 
‘were hoping that men would come to know 
the one thing needful, that this process] 
‘of elimination might continue in its logical 
course. But strange to say, very few 
men have carried on this process until 
they have come to face'th essential real-_ 
ity of life. . .

BUSH FIRES IN THE NORTH are again 
featured on the Front Page, but word pic- 
tures of these howling horrors give but 
feeble idea of the real terror released by 
the red monster. Settlers who live beyond 
the frontier never lose the dread of bush 
fires which may wipe out in a moment the 
work of years in building and equipment| 
and even life itself: .That’s the. reason 
parliament passes laws that bush fires, 
must only be started at certain seasons of 








carefully extinguish every spark of fire 
when leaving a camping place—also the 
reason why a small army-of fire rangers 
from tower and aeroplane anxiously scan 
the horizon for traces of smoke. A care- 
lessly thrown lighted match, cigarette or! 
cigar stub, may start a conflagration 
which a thousand men cannot stop, and 
cause tremendous loss in standing timber 
and settlers’ buildings and effects besides 
loss of life. Only a few years ago fifty- 
seven people who sought shelter in a rail-| 
road cut north of Matheson, in the Tem- 
iskaming country, were suffocated. The 
fire swept over the cut burning up every 
‘atom of life-giving oxygen. Others who 
sought refuge in mine shafts in the Porcu- 
pine camp were also smothered when the 
flames with awful heat sucked out all the 
live air from the mine and left only dead 
bodies there. The red horror of the bush 
country is something no one can grasp in 
its utter hideousness without coming in 
close contact with it.

ONE HUNDRED ‘AND TWO. POUNDS

“Do not think of entering public life un- 
leas you are prepared to let people say 
what they want to say and go on_your 
way unheeding what is said,” said the 
Right Hon, W. L. Mackenzie King at the 
annual commencement dinner’ at ‘Toronto 
University on Friday: He remarked that 
the Rt'Hon: Arthur Meighen and-other 
pale ‘men present knew that public life 
brought opprobrium, eriticiem and Ingra- 
ude 

‘Mr. King feftrred to'a peculiar thing— 
the desire of the public man for the con- 
templative life of the professor, while the 
profesor yearned for public life, To
